livered to the city by David E.

One | 
thousand was paid; another was 
paid for moving the old houses off 
the lot and the final $4,000 was 
paid Friday night.

vast audience. He thinks that the 
Average consumer though eagerly 
responsive to advertising, has lit­ 
tle or no idea of just how this 
modern science benefits HIM —in 
guaranteed brand quality, 
lower 
prices, and rising employment that 
supports general prosperity. 
Hill pegs down some old falla­ 
cies with the familiar 
and erron­ 
eous aphorism: “ Let a man build a 
better mousetrap, and the world 
will beat a path to his door. “ Beau­ 
tiful and sentimental, says Hill. but 
contrary to the hard facts. Whether 
the man is buried in the Maine 
Woods or the concrete jungle of 
New York, the world will NOT beat 
a path to his door — until it has 
reason to believe his mousetrap 
is better than any other.

WTe wonder why the newspaper 
which has only its advertising reve­ 
nue and its subscription revenue 
to pay its cost of operation and 
earn a reasonable competence for 
its owners, should be singled out 
so often to furnish free service to 
the Federal government. 
We are 
sure that the Department of Jus­ 
tice, for Instance, pays for about 
everything else it uses in the con­ 
duct of its business—paper, pen­ 
cils, heat, light, water and so on— 
everything, that is, except the 
newspaper space to tell the people 
what to do. 
We are sure that the 
armed services needing a recruit 
ing poster printed, or meals 
for 
the recruiting sergeant, or hotel 
rooms for the high level officers 
it sends around to glad-hand the 
newspaper publishers, pays cash 
cash for everything, that is, 
except advertising. 
And we 
are 
sure that if the Civil Service com­ 
mission needs a desk or chair, it 
pays cash for it and Congress does 
provide the money for that—money 
for everything except advertising. 
The Federal 
government, 
of 
course, isn't alone in this pan­ 
handling — or attempted 
pan 
handling, for not much of it sue 
ceeds despitee the money the gov­ 
ernment spends trying to get some 
thing for nothing. 
Many 
other 
organizations a n d 
individuals, 
civic 
governmental, 
educational 
and commercial — arc equally a 
dept at panhandling. 
If this were simply a matter of 
being able or not being able to 
wagle something free from a news 
paper, it would be of little impor 
tance. pelrhaps, to anyone except 
the newspaper owner, 
and 
he 
could decide what he wanted to 
give away, just as the 
gtocery- 
man may decide to give away 
sack of sugar, if he wishes to Ho so 
and can afford It. 
But with the newspaper the sit­ 
uation is far less simple than that 
The grocer can get more sugar to 
care for all his customers—the 
newspaper cannot get more white 
space. What it gives away in free 
advertising or publicity for 
sci 
fish seekers of free space, it steals 
from its readers, because every 
column of such freeloading that it 
yields up deprines 
it’s 
readers 
of that much constructive and 


interesting reading. 
It 
weakens 
just that much the 
newspaper's 
ability to do its primary duty of 
keepng its readers informed about 
what is going on in the world, to 
comment upon the problems of 
the community, the nation and the 
world, to provide leadership in 
community advancement, and to, 
now and then offer a bit of enter­ 
tainment for 
its readers. 
Only 
so long as it can do these things 
does the newspaper hold its read­ 
ers and gain new ones, making it­ 
self better able to carry out these 
same funtions. 


It is, for 
instance, the newspap 
er’s duty to print news about the 
armed services and to do its best, 
through its editorial columns, to 
see that they are properly suppor 
ted by appropriations'and other­ 
wise, to praise them when they de­ 
serve it—as they usually do—and 
to criticize them when they 
de­ 
serve it—as happens occasionally. 
Those things are good for 
the 
newspaper and for its roaders, and 
by holding its readers and gaining 
new ones, the newspaper is able 
to do a better and better hob. But 
we don’t think any newspaper 
will win any readers or any pres­ 
tige by reducing space available 
for these services in order to run 
free advertising to entice lady Ma­ 
rines. or communications coding 
clerks into government service, 
or taking orders from the Depart­ 
ment of Justice on printing in­ 
structions to aliens. 


Comparatively few persons ap­ 
pear to understand the tremendous 
pressures upon newspaperss for 
space in these days of expand­ 
ing news responsibility and 
de­ 
creasing supplies of newsprint. 
There 
no newspaper which does 
not, day by day, gather through 
its own staff and its wire services 
several times the amount of news 
and features that its space will 
accommodate. 
For every item it 
prints, is must throw away seve­ 
ral others, many of which would 
be of interest to a considerable 
segment of ts readers.

Know Your Slate 
By Leslie G. Hermon 
JEFFER SO N CITY, Mo. — The 
year 1860 w as a decisive one for 
M issourians. They were forced to 
take sides when the showdown of 
the strife between the North and 
South took place. 
So the average M issourian was 
thrown into a conflict, of emotions 
which resulted often in a brother- 
against-brother, sometim es into a 
father-against-son type of bitter 
w arfares throughout the Civil W ar 
in our state. 
Previously, the typical M issour­ 
ian was a com prom iser. The pro- 
Southern faction was strong polit­ 
ically in 1860 while at first the 
pro-Union group was in the m inor­ 
ity and consisting largely of work­ 
men. 
Claiborne F. Jackson was inaug­ 
urated as Governor in January, 
1861 an dit was soon after this that 
a startling election was held. Only 
one pro-Southern 
delegate 
was 
chosen w’hile a m ajority of 80,000 
votes went to the Northern faction! 
Frank B lair organized the pro­ 
union forces in St. Louis where 
the U. S. A rsenal was situated. 
Camp Jackson was established on 
its outskirts later by the pro-South­ 
ern State M ilitia. 
Within a week, Federal troops 
had forced Camp Jackson to sur­ 
render but the soldiers were set 
upon by Southern sym pathizers in 
St. Louis and many were killed. 
Another attem pt at 
com prom ise 
then was m ade. 
Governor Jackson offered conces­ 
sions. but the meeting ended in 
declaration of war. Jackson called 
out 50,000 state troops to “ repel the 
invasion’’ of Missouri. Pro-South­ 
ern troops proceeded to win bat­ 
tles at Boonville, Carthage, Wil­ 
son’s Creek and at Lexington in 
the fam ed “ battle of the hem p 
bales.” 
Pro-Southern legislators m et in 
Neosha and passed an act of seces­ 
sion and M issouri was soon adm it­ 
ted into the Confederacy. But the 
pro-Union state convention had re­ 
convened and set up a provisional 
governor with Hamilton R. Gam ble 
as governor. This saved the state 
from m artial rule and later prob­ 
lems of reconstruction. 
G eneral Sterling Price tried to 
organize Confederate 
cam paigns 
in the states but he was defeated 
in M arch, 1862 at Pea Ridge, Ar­ 
kansas. A fter this, the Civil W ar 
in M issouri degenerated into raids 
and guerilla action. 
All told. 1.162 battles or skirm ish­ 
es were fought in Missouri—l l per 
cent of those fought in tile nation 
and m ore occurred in any state 
except V irginia and Tennessee. The 
state had provided 40.000 troops to 
the Confederacy and 110,000 to the 
Union.

and expenditures are very import­ 
ant for families interested in wise 
spending. 
You think you know 
what you spend without writing 
it down, but when you see it in 
black and white — opportunities 
for cuts, shifts, and re-adjustments 
in spending are easier to plan. 
Accounts help us to see the re­ 
lation between income and ex­ 
penses, enable families to stop un­ 
necessary leaks, eliminate hapha­ 
zard buying, give a clearer idea 
of family financial problems, and 
teach children principles of mon­ 
ey management. 


It is true that financial records 
are needed in making income tax 
returns, but there is much more 
to be gained from keeping ac­ 
counts than just for this reason. 
Home accounts can be simply 
done without taking a great deal 
of time. However, there are some 
mechanics that should be consid­ 
ered. For instance, the success of 
.account keeping may depend on 
little things like having a suit­ 
able account book and a pencil in 
a convenient place, p-oviding a 
clip to hold bills, receipts, or notes 
with figures to be entered later, 
or having a file in which to keep 
them. Some families find it help­ 
ful to appoint one member, per­ 
haps a teenage boy or girl, to keep 
the record. No matter who docs it. 
the cooperation of the whole fam­ 
ily is essential.

Corn 
In discussing extra profits to be 
m ade by the use of fertilizer on 
corn, George Hesselrodf1 calls m y 
aattentlon to a case in the 
Lusk 
Chapel neighbrohood where a farm 
cr who produced 72 bushels of corn 
per acre last y ea r without the 
use of fertilizer raised his yield 
only 20 bushels by applying 300 lbs 
of ammonium nitrate lier acre at 
a cost of approxim ately $12. 
He 
asks if this is about the increase 
that would ordinarily be expected 
from such application. 
We haVe conducted, with- the 
help of cooperating farm ers, more 
than 50 dem onstrations during the 
past few years w here that approxi 
m ate am ount of nitrogen has in­ 
creased yields far more than 20 
bushels. 
The question arises as 
to why the increase was not great 
er in the case th at Mr. Hesselrodo 
refers to. 
Of course, not having a 
soil test on the land where 
the 
corn was grown. It 
is 
possible 
that the soil wa* deficient in m a­ 
terials other than nitrogen, 
al­ 
though this is 
not 
likely. 
My 
first thoughht w as that perhaps the 
corn was not planted thick enough 
to m ake full use of the nitrogen 
but Mr. Hesselrode

I think th a t is an attem pt to 
get a possible explanation of why 
the fertilizer 
gave no bigger re ­ 
turns, we m ust take into consid­

Fertilizers are one of the farm ­ 
e r’s best buys. From 1943 to 1953

The report m ade by John Clev- 
idence at last w eek’s Soils and 
Crops Conference that a starter 
fertilizer of 200 pounds of 12-12-12 
p er acre on corn in addison to 
o ther treatm ents gave a 38 bushel 
increase prom pted someone to ask 
me after the conference what I 
thought would happen if Mr. C’lo- 
vidence had used the starter fer­ 
tilizer and m ineral alone without 
the additional IOO lbs. of anhy­ 
drous am monia th at was applied. 
T hat was a good question and 
I am sure that I cannot be certain 
about the answ er but I am w ill­ 
ing to speculate a little on w hat 
the answ er m ight be. In the first 
place, 38 bushels is a bigger in­ 
crease than we w ould ordinarily 
expect from the kind and amount 
of starter fertilizer used.

USDA lo Make Change 
In Lamb Payments 


According to Murray C. Colbert, 
chairman of the Missouri 
State 
ASC Committee, the U. S. 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture has an­ 
nounced that the method of making 
payments for lambs marketed with 
the wool on under the wool incen­ 
tive program will be changed with 
the 1956 m arketing year beginning 
April I. 
Undr the new method, each' pro­ 
ducer who sells unshorn lambs will 
be eligible for a payment, provided 
he has owned them for 30 days or 
more. Paym ents to each producer 
will be made on the weight or 
weight increase of the animals that 
occurs during his ownership. This 
is in contrast to the method for the 
current program of making pay­ 
ments only on animals marketed 
for slaughter. 
The original producer of lambs, 
under the new' method, will be eli­ 
gible for a payment based on full 
liveweight of the animals at the 
time he sells them. Each subse­ 
quent owner will be eligible for a 
payment only on that portion of the 
weight produced during ownership. 
In the cas of lambs purchased be­ 
fore April I. 1956. and marketed 
later, payment will be made on the 
full weight at the time of sale. This 
is designed to protect feeders and 
others who buy the animals before 
April I on the basis of this year's 
program.

Wheat area witnesses have urg­ 
ed a similar and more complicat­ 
ed two-price plan for that com­ 
modity while Ellender is pressing 
for a trial of the idea on rice.
